rendered it necessary to keep on the Brit­ 
ish tarilT schedu le a list of articles front 
which revenu e is derived am ou nting l<> 
ninety million dollars annu ally. 
Great Britain collects abou t the same 
amou nt of money per head of popu lation 
that the United states does. 
Bu t with 
this the parallel ceases, for the first Brit­ 
ish tariff enu m erates only some twenty 
articles, while ou rs names abou t three 
hu ndred. 
The British tariff is “ for revenu e only' 


a u l is laid against articles of necessity 
and lu xu ry, while the taritT of this cou n­ 
try s e e k s revenu e and protection to do­ 
mestic indu stries al the same time. 
Ou r 
tarilT discriminates in favor of the labor 
er. 
In England a rou nd du ty is plu e.ee 
on tea and coffee, while he re both are ad 
mitted free. 
If the British du ty on tea and coffee 
bad been levied by the United State s on 
the qu antity imported in 188‘J, the aggre­ 
gate wou ld have been over $2f» ,000,000. 
This is only tw enty per cent short t>f the 
amou nt collected for all kinds of woolen 
goods for tlie* same year

been ma de. 
All work tha t ca n be clone 
by contra ct should be let to lowest a nd 
best bidders, a nd such ¡wo* k a s ca n not 
be contra cted should be done under v igi­ 
la nt superintendency of a competent ma n 
pa id for bis serv ices. 
If skill a nd industry a re worth a nything 
they a re worth pa ying for. 
The custom 
of electing Commissioners of highwa ys is 
fa ulty. 
A competent ma n to represent 
the whole township, one who feels a n in 
terest in public roa d« , should be elected. 
After one yea rs experience he ha s lea rned 
something a nd knows how to go t« work. 
The second a nd third yea r he lea rns still 
more, a nd should a s a rule, be continued 
in tha t office. 
The custom is to put a 


n e w ma u in his pla ce, a nd the beuefit of 
experience is lost, a nd a ra w ha nd is put 
in to expend the ca pita l, lime, la bor a nd 
money with little knowledge of wha t is 
done <*r how to do it.

successful ma nufa cturer, mere! int,

business ma n pursue such

course? 
Then the time work system U a ll wrong. 
A tax payer is "w arned ou t 
and lias 
lire** days work to do on tiie roads. 
A 
man with a team, wagon or plow, one 
lay satisfies the assessment of three days 
labor, and he cannot accomplish, the first 
da y, one half as mu ch as thou gh he was 
constantly employed <*n su ch work, and 
the resu lt is bu t little benefit; short hou rs, 
a desire to pu t in the* time, a mi the work 
often done In front of his premises and 
the roail left in worse condition than 
» riginally, for the job is completed when 
niglit comes no m atter what condition the 
road is in. 
Men are pu t on the road u n 
d t this system who know how to raise 
good cattle, hog and grain, bu t 
th*} 
know little of road making. 
If we. need a physician we do not em ­ 
ploy a lawyer, if we w ant a plow maker 
we do not employ a shoemaker, and it we 
want a dress m aker we do not employ a 
mu sic teacher; yet u nder this systen of 
time work vve do employ men skilled in 
other occu pations ami transfer them to 
one they know little or nothing abou t. 
No argu ment is requ ired to convince a 
practical man that the system is 
bad. 
Collect all road lax in cash and employ 
those who are competent and those who 
have strength and skill in road work ami 
they wou ld reeieve back it» wages what 
they hu d paid in taxes, and those skilled 
in other work remain at that which was 
profitable and pay their share of road tax 
in cash 
T hen again machinery in m ak­ 
ing roads is a powerfu l factor in the way 
economy, as before shown. 
I will close this letter.

I am liable to have been in error 
in some promise taken and ask that tlie.se 
errors be pointed ou t w here seen and that 
a free discu ssion be had, u pon the qu es­
